of Auguſt nexte following, the ſhilling copned and lect furth by his mateſty, ſhoulde bc curraunt koꝛ. ix. d. | 
ſterk. and no m02e,and the grote foꝛ. iu. ö. as further appereth by the lame pꝛoclamation, without the whiz 
che meanes, his maieſtp coulde neuer poſſible attempt oꝛ come nere to let furthe and make the Coyne of 
fine Clucr accozding to his good deſire, and as in dede oꝛdiagrely, his inateſtp leom the beginning of the 
conſultacton hath ment, and doth certainely meane. Pet neuertheleſſe, ſuche is the malice and naughty nas 
ture ofa certain kinde of people that liue onely fo? themſelkes ⁊ as it lemeth by their doinges, neither tel⸗ 
pect God, Ring, the ſucrtye or his maieſties Ctoune, noꝛ any other Chꝛiſtian ercature, but goyng about to 
eate and deuoure,aſwell theſtate of Nobilitic as the lower ſozte, beyng Setuing men, Artificers, Yan- 
dicraftes,pooze Yuſbondemen,labozets and ſuch like, and further mal:cioully oucrwharting and hindes 
ting all good purp oles of the kinges maieſtie, and his counſaill, trauailing to do to the common wealthe 
good, and eſpeciallp, when they perceaue any thing purpoled, to amend tye varcaſonable puces of victu- 
all, and ſuche neceTary thinges foz mens ſuſtenance, that as it is com to his Mat eſties knowledge, and 
his counſaill, by the tnfoxrmatſon of diuerſe credible perſons from ſundꝛy partes of this his Kealme , lince 
the afozelaide pꝛoclamation was publiſhed, whiche was the verp ozdinarye and ucceTacy beginning of 
a manifeſt amendement of the coine, the pꝛices of victualles, Wares g luch like thinges, be purpoſely in: 
haunced beyond all erpectacton,and the gratious meaning ok the kinges Mateſtie, and his counſatll vt- 
teriy peruerted, and ſiniſterly abuſed, thelame moſt manikeſtly comming of the deueliſhe malice, and tz 
ght of the fozeſatde kinde of naughty people, iniutious to the whole common wealth: which thinges con⸗ 
ſidered, his Maieſty hauing the Swearde not in vaine committed to him of God, and with the (ame as a 
miniſter of the almighty, the very indignacion and plages from heauen to fall where his Swearde ſhall 
ſtrike,cannot,ne may not, without thoffence of God, le and ſuffer luche lewde perſones as wilfullp be the 
cauſers hereof remaine vnpuniſhed to their owne dampnations, and the diſtruccion ok others. Whetkoꝛe 
his Maieſt e, meaning not in ire oꝛ paſſion to execute his indignation, but iuſtlp and with good grounde, 
hathe firſte by the aduile of his counſaill. thought mete to admonilhe all kinde of people in their degrees, 


And to let theym clerely vnderſtand his pleaſure and determinacion in this beyalte,fo as whoſocuer chal 
offcnd, theſame ſhall not faile of ſharpe and due puiſhment koꝛ their offences, 
Ind therefore fir of all, to all luche, as either wilfully oz ignozantly, hath miſtaben his Mateſtes 


good meaning vpon the fozmer pꝛoclamatiõ, fo, . abacing of money, his Maieſtie declateth his good 
and gractous meaning. and determinate purpole, by the aduile of his counſaill, to be therbp to amend his 
coine, &to reduce it to kinenes of ſiluer, although theſame ſhalbe moſt of al, without al compariſon to h's 
maieſtes loſſe and detruntt, and pet to the benctite of his lubiectes x the honoꝛ cf the realmc. And next to 
luche Fcrmours Graſicts and Shepe Maſters, which by vnteaſonable and fraudulcnt tngroſſing of 
Fermes, Graine, Utctuall,aſweil Butter and Cheſe,as other groler thinges as Woolle and ſuche like, 
Wood, Cole, and other thinges pertaining to the daply luſtenance ok man, and enhaunſing the p2tces of 
thelame, and by m inikeſt decaipng of tounes and tillage, eeceſſiue increaling of ſhepe, contrary to diuers 
good lawes and ſtatutes of this realine pꝛouided fox theſe caces not vnkno wen to the offendoꝛs thetin 
W hiche kinde of perſones in dede his maieſty and his counlaill iudgeth to be the pꝛincipall occaſions 
of theſe almoſt vncauſable deatthes. His maieſtie pꝛonounceth x thꝛeatneth that it they kutthewth ſeace 
not theit gredy, vnlaufull, and vnnaturall pꝛactizes, colozed with craftes and lubtelties to auoyde and 
dectaue the meaning of the lawes and all honeſty, they ſhal ſuffre with his extreme indignatton the Ju- 
ſtice ot his la wes to ihe bttermoſt, to the terroz of al ſuche as being thus often gentely admoniſhed haue 
neuct amended. . 

Thus muche doth his maieſte in this behalf, partely of clemency of natute, admoniſh, that would 
haue no cauſe to excrciſe exttemitie:partely (if the naughtines of his ſubiccte, ſhal geue him cauſle)pct 
by this admonitiõ the puniſhinet ſhalbe moze iuſt and neceſſary, Ind although his maieſty confidereth 
hou e conuemct it is foꝛ his office, hauing indifferent charge and care ouet all manet his ſubtectes , not 
enely to repzchend the faultes of Offendozs, but allo to puniſhe thein leucrely, yet becaule of late petes, 
the lower lozte of people, lacking in dede in that parte, all maner of teaſon and beyng like do thoſe licke 
madmen that either will haue no Phiſicke, oz els will be their owne Philitions , haue preſun eo [ny 
taken vpon them thoſftce ofhis maieſty. both in tepꝛehending of their luperioꝛs and attempting redies 
of thinges acltet theit own phantalies, with fozce,and contrary to the due obe dieuce of good Subtectes 
towardes god and man. Therkoꝛe alſo his maieſtie, likewiſe pꝛonounceth and declateth vnto them, and 

euetp of them, that it they ſhal excede their duties either in repꝛehending oꝛ attempting any maner of te⸗ 
medie 02 redꝛeſſe, otherwiſe then ſhall (and with the lawes and oꝛder ofthe realme: His Maieſty wil not 
faile but nuniſtet vnto them ſharp terroꝛ of his lwearde and Lawes, whiche, as they be well pzouded of 
late fo2 ſuche offendoꝛs, ſo [al thep not lacke diligent and due execution. 
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
